INTEREST EXPRESSED IN 
REDUCED-RATE ENERGY 
CONSERVATION LOANS 

An estimated 5,000 to 30,000 
Maize homeowners would be in- 
herested. in obtaining reduced-nate 
energy conservation loans, accord- 
ing to the results of a Maine State 
Housing Authority survey. 

The information, based on a 
random mail survey to more than 
3,000 households, shows the av- 
enage loan desired would be just 
below $5,000, if the loans could be 
offered at rates hetween 11% and 
15% 

“The sunvey indicntes there will 
be a lamge demland for the funds 
from the second portion of the 
Housing Opportunities for Maine 
(HOME) Program, which we in- 
tend to begin this fall if the na- 
tional bond miarket cooperates,’ 
gaid Sharon Mitchell Lunner, di- 
rector of the Maine State Housing 
Anithority. 

That portion of the HOME Pro- 
gram, Ms. Lanner noted, is ex- 
pected to make up to $10 million 
worth of reduced rate loans avail- 
able for home improvements and 
energy conservation to eligible 
Maine homeowners. 

The funds would be made avail- 
able: through the sale of MSHA’s 
tax-exempt revenue bonds, 

Ms. Lumner said the MSHA 
would delay the program until next 
year if the niational bond miarket 
prevents a sale that would allow 
the loans to: be offered att. nates of 
13% or less. 

The average conventional home 
improvement loan today canries an 
interest. nate of 17-18%.

They stress the lack of radia- 
tion health units, of means of man- 
aging the medical aspects of nu- 
clear accidents, of any safcty les- 
sons learned from TMI, and of real 
competence in operating alomic 
power plants. In addition, there 
are hardly any federally approved 
evacuation plans for the more than 
70 miclear reactors operating in 
the U. S. 

With emphasis on the betiefits 
and profits of the nuclear indws- 
try, not om the safety of workers 
and nearby residents, the licensing 
process has been speeded up. The 
findings of farmers and private 
citizens, the complaints of. possi- 
ble ated probable victims of radia- 
tion, and the warnings of so-called:

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FIRE TOWER REACTIVATED 
JIN BAXTER STATE PARK 

The first fire tower to be reacti- 
vated by the Department of Con- 
servation’s Maine Forest Service 
(MFS) in over 30 years became 
operationial on Monday, July 26 on 
Burnt Mountiain in Baxter State 
Park according to Wallace Town- 
send Jr., MFS. Regional Ranger. 

“The Burnt Mountlain. Tower is 
being reestiablished to provide a 
continuous observation point for an 
area where heavy recreational use 
‘and high fire hazard caused by 


the spruce budworm and blow- | 


downs coincide,” Townsend said. 

The fire tower is being staffed by 
veteran forest fire watchmian Ben- 
nie Boyington, who begian hisi ca- 
reer with the Maine Forest Ser- 
vice at Kennebago Mt. Fire Tower 
in Franklin County in 1956, Boying- 
ton has been a Forest Service 
Ranger in Baxter since 1970. 

A fire tower on 1,793 foot tall 
Burt Mountain in Township 3 
Range 10 was finst established in 
1924. Although the steel portion: of 
the 40 foot high structure has sur- 
Vived for 58 years, the wooden 
‘dab was: removed in the mid-six- 
ties when it became a siafety hiaz- 
ard to Baxter Stlajte Park visitors. 

The first fire tower in the United 
States. was. estiablished in 1905 on 
Squaw Mountain near Greenville. 
Most of Maine’s fire towers were 


established between 1905 and 1925 ™any towers were replaced by air Si 


and at one point there were 103 in 
operation. 
Beginning in the late 1960’s, 


the NOVA program, the fanialy- 
sis also indicates that more 
students from Telstar might 
participate in ‘a locally aun vo- 
cational program.

FINE AND/OR JAIL CAN BE 
RESULT OF BRINGING TOO 
MUCH LIQUOR INTO MAINE 

People coming into Maine can 
be fined and/or sent to jail for 
bringing in more liquor titan State 
law allows, : 

“The amount of liquor per ve- 
hicle (nit per person) that may be 
brought into the Staite is one case 
of malt liquor (beer), one gallon 
of wine land one gallon of ‘hard’ 
liquor,” said Captain John S, Mar- 
tin, Director, Liquor Enforcement, 
Maine Department of Public Safe- 
ty 


According to Martin, Liquor En: 
forcement officers have received 
inquiries as to how much liquor 
people wanting to visit Maine may 
bring in, and: how much Mainers 
miay bring back from being out of 
state. . 
To help on voluntary compliance 
with the law, Martin reminds citi- 
zens, “The law is being strictily 
enforced and ny violations ‘thiat 
are found—not only by Miaine Liq- 
uor Enforcement officers, but also 
by other police officers—will re- 
sult in tthe. individual being sum- 
monsed ito District Count and: hav- 
ing ‘the illegial liquor confiscated.”

Jand—accompanied by a ‘back to 
basics” spirit that is shared by 
its producers and consumer's alike. 

The recent resurgence in the 
sheep: industry is paritly due to a 
growing eniihusiiasm for the pur- 
suit of smallerd, pant-time sheep 
farming, as people move from 
cities bo. rural areas and seek pro- 
ductive, profitable uses of their 
Jand, It is also helped by a wide- 
spread demand for natural—natih- 
er tham synthelic—fibers, such as 
wool, 

Maine bas experienced a 36% 
increase in sheep farming in four 
years, and now has some 15,000 
head of sheep- and 550 producers. 
The stiate’s sheep industry is cen- 
tered south of Blangor and nonth of 
Portland, with a concentraition in: 
the central coastal area of the 
state. 

At least Iwalf of the sheep farm- 
ers in Maine have “commercial 
operations,’ deriving miost of their 
income. from the sale of lamb or 
wool. The rest of the sheepherders 
keep “hobby flocks”? because 
sheep naising, complements their 
primary agnicultural enterprises. 

Unfortunately, both preduciis. of 
the sheep industry hiave suffered 
from depressed prices since 1980, 
with a drop in wool prices this 
year resulting from’ the govern- 
menit’s removal of a tariff on im- 
imported wool About 15% of the 
statie’s sheep fiarmens keep flocks 
primarily for producing wool, al- 
though wool production is usually 
at least a pint of most sheep fiarm- 
ing operations, 

There is good news ahead, how- 
ever, not only for sheep producers 
‘and wool processors, but those in- 
volved in the textile industry in 
Maine. The U. S. Department of 
Agriculture recently decided to 
move its wool processing research 
laboratory from Albany, Califor- 
nia, to New England. The site 
being seriously considered is the 
Textile Research Laboratory in 
Natick, Miass., opemated by the 
Department of Defense.

. DEER SEASONS IN MAINE 


SET FOR 1982 

Maine’s 1982 deer hunting season 
will be the same as last year's, it 
has been announced by Fish and 
Wildlife Commissioner Glenn H. 
Manuel, 

The season dates and zones avere 
selected at a meeting of the Fish 
and ‘Wildlife Advisory Council, fol- 
Jowing three public hearings and 
numerous. comments from sports- 
men: across the state. 

Firearms hunting for deer begins 
with one day in each zone for 
Maine residents. only—October 30 
in. the northern zone and Novem- 
ber 6 in the Southern and Western 
zones, 

The ceguilar deer hunting sea- 
son, for all hunters, begins in dach 
zongzon the Mondlay following the 

tssonly Gaturday — Novem- 
beast in the northern Zone; and 
Noveinber 8 in Southern and West- 
erm zones. The seasons end Nov- 


” ember 20 iin the Western Zone and 


November 27 in the Northern and 
Souther zones. 

The special archery season be- 
gins October 1 statewide and ends 
October -29 in the Northern Zone 
and November 5 in the Ponthera 
and Western zones. 

The Council voted tio retain the 
Wester Zone which has existed 
for two seasons, rather than ac- 
cept ‘a proposed new Southivestern 
Zone. which, in effect, would have 
expanded the Western Zone to 
Kittery and east to the Kennebec 
River. 

Department biologists had sug- 
gested the explanded Zone to give 
additional protection to the deer 
herd in that portion of the state 
where hunting pressure and hfabi- 
tat loss are increiasing. 

The Coumcil voted to refiain the 
current Western Zone for a third 
year in accordance with the 
plans. when the zone was created, 
in order to consider the effective- 
ness of tts shorter season as a 
deer herd mianagement fool, ac- 
cording to Manuel. 

In miaking its decision, the Coun- 
cil took into: consideration the deer 
management opportunity provided 
in a.new law, effective next year, 
which will allow the commissioner 
to regulate the killing of antlerless 
deer in selected areas, following a 
public hearing process: 

According ito Mantel, the 1981 
Maine deer kill svais 32,167, which 
wals japproximiately 9% tabove the 
‘average of the plast 10 yelazis. 


Gorham (Maine), a consulting and 
development firm, was recently 
hired to move the laboratory to 
a facility in the Northeast. The 
laboriatory’s goal is to establish an 
effective wool research program 
which will ultimiately increase the 
use of domestic wool by develop- 
ing a product of the best possible 
quality, 

Nearly a year ago, I urged Sec- 
retary of Agriculture John Block 
to consider New England for the 
new location of the reseanch lab- 
oratory. The Natick facility is an 
ideal solttion for sevenal reasons. 
More than half .of the nation’s 
weaving and yarn mills are locat- 
éd in the Nontheast, and usually 
are not large enough to sustain 
their own research ‘and develop- 
ment efforts. Many people are not 
aware that Maine is the leading 
wool textile state in ihe country, 


with'14 plants and 3,500 employees, 


In addition to those directly as- 
sociated with the sheep and woolen 
industries in Maine, a rather un- 
likely group is profiting from the 
recent revival of sheep farming. 
Potato farmers in Aroostook Coun- 
ty are helping to meet the in- 
creased demand for locally grown 
grains by rotating potato crops 
with oats, legumes, and other feed 
grains which is ideal for sheep. 
The crop rotation produces sheep 
feed at substantially cheaper pric- 
as and enhances the quality of 
potatoes by decréasing soil erosion 
See rebuild it- 
séli. 

We are just beginning to see the 
apres of the re-establishment of of 

the sheep industry in Maine and 
the Northeast. There is clearly 4 
preat futuce potential for the in- 
dustry’s expansion, as the aware- 

ness increases of our area's unique 
suitability for raising sheep and 
prot and marketing their
